WHEREAS, inlcluded in the recommendation for the realignment of the
NavActs are military properties that were identified in the 1994 Guam Land Use

Plan (GLUP '94), which are surplus to military needs; and

WHEREAS, GLUP '94 properties were excluded from the provisions of Public
Law 23-41 which directed the Guam Economic Development Authority (GEDA) to
act as the Local Redevelopment Authority (LRA) for BRAC '95 and under this
authority to develop!and implement a reuse plan to ensure rapid economic
recovery from the effects of the BRAC '95 decision; and

WHEREAS, federal base realignment and closure regulations require the
development of a reusfz plan for all properties identified in the BRAC '95 decision;
and

WHEREAS, GLUP '94 properties are significant resources that can be made
available to the community to spur economic growth in a fashion that can be
utilized to address long-standing inequities resulting from military acquisition of
Chamorro lands; and

WHEREAS, the|Guam Economic Development Authority possesses the tools
to ensure that local objectives for the use of surplus military lands for economic
purposes are expeditioxllsly achieved; and

NOW, THEREFiORE, I, CARL T. C. GUTIERREZ, Governor of Guam, by
virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act, as amended, and the laws of
Guam, do order: |

1. The Guam Economic Development Authority (GEDA) is designated
the Local Redevelopment Authority (LRA) for Guam Land Use Plan

In carrying out its role as the LRA for GLUP '94 properties, the GEDA
shall be responsible for developing and implementing plans, consistent
with federal laws and regulations, for the economic and public benefit
use of GLUP '94 real and personal property.

In developing a reuse plan for these properties, the GEDA shall
establish a "GLUP '94 Reuse Planning Committee" comprised of the
following imembers:

Governor;

Chairperson, Legislature's Committee on Economic Development;
Chairperson, Legislature's Committee on Tourism and Transportation;

One (1) representative of the Legislative Minority, to be chosen by the
Minority; |

Guam's De!:legate to Congress, or his representative;
Chairpers&n, Board of Directors, Guam Chamber of Commerce;
Chairperscim, Board of Directors, Port Authority of Guam,;
Chairperson, Board of Directors, GEDA;

Eight (8) representatives of the Community At Large, to be selected by
the Governor;

One (1) refresentative who is a homeless provider;
Chairpersqn, Chamorro Land Trust Commission; and

Command%r, Naval Forces Marianas or his designee who shall be an

advisor to | the Committee.

The reuse plan for GLUP '94 properties shall be submitted to the
Governor and the Legislature for review and approval following the
same prov‘isions required for plan approval under Public Law 23-51.

The GEDA shall be responsible for implementing the reuse plan
following 'fapproval.

The GEDA:; shall be responsible for identifying and applying for any
federal, local, or private financial assistance necessary for carrying out

its responsibilities.

All governument of Guam agencies and departments shall cooperate
with the GEDA in implementing the requirements of this Executive
Order and shall provide technical assistance to the GLUP '94 Reuse
Planning Committee, as necessary.
